FOR  THE  BOROUGH  OF  SAINT  IVES  (HUNTS) 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1967. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 

Saint  Ives,  (Hunts). 

Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1967. 

Vital  Statistics 

Population  —  5,170  The  gradual  increase  in  the 
population  which  has  been  occurring  during  the  present 
decade  continued  in  1967,  and  170  was  added  to  the 
estimated  mid-year  figure. 

Births  Despite  the  fact  that  the  birth  rate  shows 
a  downward  trend  as  compared  with  last  year,  the  figure 
still  remains  above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales 
as  a  whole. 

Deaths  The  death  rate  shows  a  slight  rise  compared 
with  the  figure  for  last  year  and  still  remains  slightly 
above  the  national  average.  Almost  half  the  deaths  occurred 
in  persons  over  75  years  of  age  and  more  than  three-quarters 
of  the  mortality  took  place  in  persons  aged  65  years 
and  over. 

Infant  Mortality  Two  infants  died  during  the  year 
before  reaching  the  age  of  12  months  thus  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  18.2  per  1,000  live  births.  This 
is  almost  half  the  rate  which  applied  in  1966  and  is  now 
virtually  level  with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  as 
a  whole. 

Infectious  Disease  The  outbreak  of  measles  which 
began  at  the  beginning  of  October  1966  continued  unabated 
until  June  1967.  Approximately  300  children,  aged  1-5 
were  affected  during  the  outbreak,  240-plus  in  1967,  and 
the  remainder  in  the  previous  year.  With  the  proposed 
introduction  of  vaccination  against  measles  it  will  be 
interesting  to  observe  the  effect  on  the  incidence  of  this 
disease  in  the  future. 
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Social  Conditions 


Housing  As  a  result  of  purchasing  sub-standard 
houses  in  the  Green  Street  area,  rehousing  of  displaced 
families  has  continued.  It  is  expected  that  all  the  properties 
which  it  is  prepared  to  purchase  in  this,  area  will  be  in 
the  Council’s  possession  during  1968. 

Plans  for  the  aged  persons’  dwellings  were  finally 
completed  during  the  year  and  tenders  invited.  Application 
w^ill  be  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  for  approval  and  loan  sanction  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  start  will  be  made  with  this  project  in  1968. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  devising  a 
scheme  of  this  nature  which,  when  completed,  will  go  a 
long  way  to  meeting  the  needs,  both  socially  and 
residentially,  of  many  of  the  older  citizens  of  the  Borough. 

In  continuing  the  Council’s  house-building  programme, 
construction  of  a  further  24  houses  for  general  housing 
needs  was  commenced  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  almost 
half  were  occupied. 

Main  Drainage  The  main  drainage  scheme  continues 
to  work  satisfactorily  but  consideration  will  have  to  be 
given  to  the  problem  of  sludge  disposal  at  the  Sewage 
Works. 

Sewer  extensions  are  planned  to  serve  increased 
residential  development  in  the  Northern  part  of  the  Town 
and,  due  to  the  proposed  enlargement  of  St.  Ivo  Secondary 
Modern  School,  it  is  hoped  to  connect  all  the  school  premises 
to  the  main  drainage  scheme  and  thus  dispense  with  the 
small  disposal  works. 

Abattoir  Considerable  extensions  to  the  abattoir 
were  completed  by  the  end  of  June  which  has  enabled 
increased  through-put  to  be  handled. 

A  full-time  meat  inspector  has  been  appointed  to  cope 
with  the  additional  work  and  5  slaughter  men  are  employed 
on  a  full-time  basis. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
Mr.  Reeson  and  all  other  members  of  the  Department’s 
staff  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me  and  for  all 
the  work  they  have  done  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


1.  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  situation  with  regard  to  both  quantity  and 
quality  has  again  been  very  satisfactory,  and  no 
complaints  have  been  received  of  any  shortage  or 
lack  of  pressure. 

Consultations,  take  place  with  the  Water  Company 
when  plans  for  development  are  known  so  that  there 
are  no  possibilities  of  development  being  held  up  on 
this  account. 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  whole  of  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme  has 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily,  and  problems  which 
occurred  have  since  been  obviated. 

One  aspect,  however,  which  has  caused  concern 
is  the  disposal  of  sludge.  No  farmers  are  keen  to 
have  the  product  on  the  land  and  the  area  of  drying 
beds  provided  is  inadequate.  Temporary  lagoons  have 
been  constructed,  but  again  this  seems  inadequate  to 
deal  with  the  problem. 

It  appears  that  the  decision  not  to  accept  the 
Consulting  Engineers’  proposals  for  the  sludge 
treatment  was  false  economy. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Works  were  carried  out  on  two  lengths  of 
watercourse  during  the  year. 

4.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  has  again  been  satisfactorily  carried 
out,  although  in  my  opinion  the  time  is  fast  approaching 
when  the  Council  should  consider  carrying  out  this 
service  by  its  own  vehicles  and  labour.  It  is  possible 
that  this  could  result  in  a  back  door  collection. 

5.  SWIMMING  POOLS. 

Further  consideration  has  been  given  to  the 
provision  of  a  swimming  pool,  and  meetings  have 
been  held  between  'the  Education  Authority,  the 
Rural  District  Council  and  the  Borough  Council. 
The  object  of  these  meetings  was  to  investigate  the 
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possibility  of  incorporating-  a  swimming  pool  in  the 
new  School  buildings  which  could  be  used  by  the  public 
and  the  cost  apportioned  between  the  three  authorities. 

The  Borough  Council  did  visit  an  adjoining  town 
to  see  a  swimming  pool  which  had  been  constructed 
in  a  disused  Cinema,  but  decided  not  to  proceed  with 
a  similar  venture  in  the  Borough. 

6.  SHOPS  ACTS. 

No  infringements  were  found  during  the  year. 

7.  CARAVANS. 

Site  works  necessary  to  enable  the  number  of 
caravans  to  be  increased  on  the  Mobile  Home  Park 
were  completed  during  the  year,  and  additional  vans 
were  brought  to  the  site. 

The  small  sewage  disposal  works  on  the  site 
was  dismantled  and  all  vans  are  now  connected  to 
the  main  sewers. 

8.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Three  complaints  of  smoke  nuisances  were  received 
and  investigated.  The  nuisance  was  finally  abated 
upon  the  service  of  informal  notices. 

9.  BED  BUGS. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  infestation  by 
bed  bugs,  and  no  premises  were  found  to  be  infested. 

10.  RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

Properties  have  again  been  inspected  upon 
complaint,  and  poison  supplied  to  tenants  when 
requested.  Eighty-six  complaints  were  made. 

The  Council  has  decided  that  as  from  1st  January, 
1968  a  contract  will  be  entered  into  with  a  specialist 
firm  to  treat  the  households  and  sewers. 

11.  PETROLEUM  ACTS.

ABATTOIR. 


The  extensions  and  alterations  to  the  Abattoir 
were  completed  in  June  and  it  is  now  possible  to 
deal  with  a  considerably  increased  throughput. 

A  separate  slaughterhall  is  provided  for  cattle, 
sheep  and  pigs.  A  deep  freeze,  additional  hanging 
room,  cutting  room  and  loading  bays  are  now 
provided. 

13.  NOISE  ABATEMENT. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year 
which  necessitated  any  action  under  the  Noise 
Abatement  Act. 

14.  PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1961. 

Three  shops  have  been  licensed  under  the 
above  Act. 

15.  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

During  normal  inspection  a  carcase  was  found 
to  be  affected  with  Anthrax.  All  necessary  precautions 
were  taken  and  the  carcase  burned.
